The Act: 

The occupation of Stationary Engineer in Ontario 

is regulated by the Operating Engineers Act and 
administered by the Pressure Vessels Safety Branch of 
the Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations. 


Under the provisions of the Act, only those persons 
holding a current certificate of qualification issued by the 
Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations, may be 
employed as a Stationary Engineer in registered plants as 
specified in Section 16 of the Act. 








The Stationary Engineer Program consists of four classes. 


Fourth Class 
Third Class _ 
Second Class 
First Class 


The fourth class is entry level and the first class 
is considered the highest level in the program. 


Each class of Stationary Engineer has a specific training 
profile. Curriculum in the Stationary Engineer Program is 
divided into " blocks", known as modules. Each module 
is made up of several topics that must be studied. 








Two Ontario Ministries and the Ontario Training and 
Adjustment Board (OTAB) are involved in administering 
this program. Under the Operating Engineers Act, the 
primary responsibility of certification rests with the 
Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations. 


OTAB’s Apprenticeship and Client Services Branch 

is responsible for the development of standards, 
development and administration of examinations and 
issuing of accreditation. 


The Ministry of Education and Training offers training 
courses for certain classes of Stationary Engineer at 
Colleges of Applied Arts and Technology across the 
province. 








Curriculum for each class of Stationary Engineer has 
been developed into a modular format by OTAB. All of 
the modules for a given class together form a training 


profile. 


As each module is completed, the candidate will receive 
a program status report from OTAB. Upon completion of 
the training profile, a final report will be issued indicating 
all modules were successfully completed by the 
candidate. This program status report is required in order 
fo receive accreditation. 


Colleges of Applied Arts and Technology design their 
teaching/training programs in accordance with the 
standards defined in each training profile. There are 
26 modules covering 56 topics for all classes of 
Stationary Engineer. 


Fourth Class 6 modules (blocks) 15 topics 
Third Class 6 modules (blocks) 13 topics 
Second Class 7 modules (blocks) 14 topics 
First Class 7 modules (blocks) 14 topics 


For module titles and topics see Appendix C. 








Students wishing to write OTAB examinations in any 
given class can use one or a combination of study 
methods such as: 


(a) Home study using OTAB Profiles as a guide 


(b) Home study combined with tutoring arranged 
privately or through a College of Applied Arts 
and Technology 


(c) Attend day or evening classes at a College of 
Applied Arts and Technology 


(d) Follow correspondence courses where available, 
such as South Alberta Institute of Technology, 
1301 -16th Avenue North West, Calgary, 
Alberta, T2M OL4. 


Colleges of Applied Arts and Technology offering 
training for certain classes of Stationary Engineer 
and/or individual modules are listed in appendix B. 
Involvement of colleges, and frequency of courses 
offered, will depend on the number of trainees. 
Availability of Stationary Engineer training is usually 
advertised by individual colleges. 








The 26 examination centres located across Ontario are 
listed in Appendix A. Candidates can enrol and write 
their examinations at the nearest centre. An exam must 
be written for each module. Candidates must attain the 
minimum acceptable standard of 70 per cent on each of 
these examinations as prescribed and administered by 
OTAB. Accreditation for each module is issued by the 
Apprenticeship and Client Services Branch. 


Persons wishing to write examinations should contact the 
nearest Apprenticeship and Client Services Office for 
specific exam schedules. Candidates will be asked to 
complete form # 12-1588 (Application for Industrial 
Training) before writing the first exam. 


There is no registration or examination fee for these exams. 


For candidates enrolled in a college course, college 
authorities may schedule examinations with the nearest 
Apprenticeship and Client Services Office. 





The following prerequisites apply to applicants wishing to 
write examinations:

A candidate who fails to attain the minimum acceptable 
standard on a modular examination will be required to 
wait two months (60 days) before being permitted to 
re-write that examination. 


An examination re-written before the sixty days 
waiting period is over will be rejected by OTAB, and 
examination results will not be issued. 


Rules and procedures may change. Candidates are 
advised to check with the nearest Apprenticeship and 
Client Services Office to ensure information is up-to-date. 








To receive a certificate of qualification from the Ministry 


of Consumer and Commercial Relations an applicant 


must: 


(a) Successfully complete the required set of written 
examinations for the applicable class administered 
by the Apprenticeship and Client Services Branch. 


(b) Complete Form-6 “Application for certificate of 
qualification” listing qualifying plant experience. 
These forms are available from the Chief Officer, 
Pressure Vessels Safety Branch, or an Apprenticeship 
and Client Services Office (A Form is automatically 
issued by the Apprenticeship and Client Services 
Branch when a Stationary Engineer completes a 
training profile.) 


(c) Submit required documentation and perscribed fee 
to the Chief Officer, Pressure Vessels Safety Branch 
for issuance of certification of qualification. The 
required documentation includes the final program 
status report and Form 6. 





The qualifying experience specified in each of 
the four classes of Stationary Engineering is 
as follows: 





Fourth Class None Three months or 
more in any 
fourth class plant. 


Third Class — Fourth Class Three months or 
Certificate of more in any 
Qualification fourth class plant and 


twelve months or 
more in any third 


class plant. 
Second Class Third Class Eighteen months or 
Certificate of more in any fourth

class plant.
